all over that part of the country. The 
little town of Americns, near Emporia, 
i* in ruins, every buiHing being more 
or less damaged. The United Presby 
terien ehureb, which was of brick, the 
principal ehorch structure in the place, 
was literally blown to pieces, ani seat - 
tered for miles around. The Methodist 
church, a Urge and beautiful frame 
building that had recently been fitted 
and furnished, was blown off its foun- 
dation and almost totally destroyed. In 
Easpori* the storm was not so severe, 
thotfh many houses and fences were 
blew* dowa. The north and east addi 
lion* of the state Normal school build- 
ing, just finished, to take place of one 
•estroTed by fire two years ago, was 
onnofed, the walla partially torn down 
and the building otherwise damaged 
A fine rain accompanied the tornado.
